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AND NOW THE BAD NEWS 


Generally, I like to share good news 
on the Principal's page, but unfortu- 
nately, this month brings bad news. 
As many of you know, our state 1s in 
dire financial shape. Deficit projec- 
tions range from 25 to 35 billion dol- 
lars. Our state deficit exceeds most 
state budgets. Education can not go 
unaffected. Education takes up nearly 
50% of all state spending and will 
have to be cut in order to balance the 
budget. While our district has tried to 
be careful with their money, they are 
not able to escape the coming budget 
shortfall without reductions. 


As a district we will be losing our 
class size reduction in grades Kinder- 
garten and Third. This will mean that 
these grades could be back up to 30 
students next year. Due to this, 
Friendly Hills has been informed that 
we will be losing two positions for 
next year. This means that we must 
reduce our staff by two teachers. 
While specific assignments have not 
been determined for next year, some 
things we already know will happen. 


This continues the bad news for us, 
but is very good news for one of our 


teachers. Mrs. Dempsey will be retir- 


ing at the end of this year to enjoy 
some well-deserved rest and relaxa- 


tion. We will sorely miss her and her 


dedication to our students. Over the 
years she has established a tradition 
of excellence that will be hard to re- 
place. This change will take care of 
one of our two reductions. 


The other loss of staff will most likely 


result in one of our teachers being 
moved to another site, unless some- 
one else decides to make a change of 
schools. This is based on seniority. 
The least senior staff member at this 
time is Miss Hodges. At this time we 
do not know for sure that she will be 
moved, but it remains the most likely 
possibility. 


We do not anticipate any other staff 
reductions at this time. Our seventh 
and eighth grade classes will con- 
tinue, as will all of our outstanding 
intervention programs.
